Assistance For Students 

The Students' Assistance Act 
provides loans for boys or girls 
who plan to attend a School of 
Agriculture. The loans are to be 
used for the purpose of financing 
their courso. 

Loans are made according to 
need, but do not exceed $300 in 
any school year. Loans are repaid 
according to achievement of the 
student at the school which he at¬ 
tends. That is, if a student attains 
a certain standing he will not need 
to repay the full amount of the 
loan. Terms of repayment are not 
yet finalized except that interest 
at 3 Vi % will be charged and re¬ 
payment terms will oe reasonable. 

Application forms and further 
information can be obtained at the 
District Agriculturist office. 

Algae Control: 

Algae, that greenish or red scum 
often seen in water troughs, 
sloughs and ponds can be quite 
easily controlled by several 
methods. Two chemicals which 
have been found veiy effective in 
reducing the growth of algae are 
bluestone (copper sulfate) and 
bleaching powder (chloride of 


lime). Growth can also be prevent¬ 
ed or greatly reduced in water 
tanks by suspending pieces of 
sheet copper in the water. Since 
green algae cannot grow without 
sunlight covering the top of the 
water tank or container is another 
good preventative measure. 

Every year a certain number of 
animals die in this province from 
algae poisoning. When using blue- 
stone to eliminate it care should 
be taken to use the amount speci¬ 
fied, since bhiesione is poisonous 
when taken in any considerable 
quantity. However, if mixed in the 
proper proportions, 17 grains to 
1,000 gallons of water, it is harm¬ 
less to both stock and humans. 
When bleaching powder is used it 
should be added to the water at 
the rate of two ounces per 1,000 


gallons. After treatment the water 
may have a slight taste but the 
chemical is harmless when used 
In the proportions recommended. 

Cumino Sweet Clover 
Available Soon 

This new sweet clover variety 
has been in the multiplication 
stage for the past three years. It 
is expected that some seed trill be 
available In the near future. Avail¬ 
able stocks will depend on the out¬ 
come of this years crop. The signi¬ 
ficant characteristic of this variety 
is that it is Courmarin free. Cour- 
marin in ordinary sweet clover is 
responsible directly for “melilot 
taint" and indirectly for losses of 
livestock from “Sweet Clover 
disease." The variety should elimi¬ 
nate these hazards.

To Receive Final Payment 


Grass and legume seed growers 
in Alberta are to receive a final 
payment on deliveries to the Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool in the past sea¬ 
son. It has been announced that 
cheques amounting to over $135,000 
will be mailed out to seed growers 
within the next few days. This will 
be the final payment on the 9% 
million pounds of seed marketed 
through the Alberta Wheat Pool 
on a pooling basis in the 1958-59 
crop season. 

Pool officials state thst a re¬ 
maining operating surplus will be 
dealt with by delegates at the an¬ 
nual meeting in November. 

Each kind, variety and grade of 
seed are marketed separately and 
the payments are based on actual 
selling experience. They will aver¬ 
age about TV, cents a pound but 
will range from V4 cent a pound 
to 25 cents a pound for one small 
lot. No payment will be made on 
Altaswede red clover and white 
and mixed sweet clover. 

In announcing the final pay¬ 


ment, G. L. Harrold, president of 
the Alberta Wheat Pool, said that 
while some payments were not 
large, he was extremely pleased 
with the organization’s seed opera¬ 
tions over the past year. It has 
been possible to market a very 
large volume of seed on behalf of 
growers and avert any break in 
prices which could easily have oc¬ 
curred under such marketing pre- 
sure.

Different Kinds Of Cake 

A United States publication, which is usually to be 
found in barber shops and beauty parlors, has been 
urging that the price of steel is too high. Of course 
it is high, and so are all other prices. 

Steel prices and other prices are high because 
wages are high. Because wages are high, equipment 
to make steel and other goods cannot be replaced in 
the normal way at what used to be a normal cost. It 
is essential that every manufacturing industry make 
sufficient profit after taxes that it can save or set 
aside funds for replacement of existing equipment and 
expansion. 

If steel and other prices were not sufficiently high 
to enable management to provide for replacement and 
expansion, steel and other prices would, in the term 
of a few years, go even higher than they will go under 
the present policy of retaining earnings. 

Competition, and there seems to be plenty of it 
at home and abroad, in the steel industry as well as 
most other industries, will prevent prices from going 
higher than they need to be. The inner efficiency of 
an industry will increase net profits but without that 
inner efficiency the entire industrial fabric would de¬ 
teriorate. The people who can decide when prices are 
too high are the buyers of the goods so priced. The 
editorial writer who asserts that prices are too high 
is a mere propagandist. Propaganda for lower prices 
is perhaps a good thing but the person who will de¬ 
cide ultimately is the consumer. Congressional and 
parliamentary inquiries are in great part futile in try¬ 
ing to determine what are just prices. 

Consumers can and sometimes do decide that 
prices are too high, or that the packages are too 
fancy, or that the cake is too rich. This is said with 
due regard to the fact that it is debatable if Maria 
Antoinette lost her head only once. There was a first 
time — when she said, “Let them eat cake.”

Swirling 2,000 feet through the air, 
Saskatchewan’s smoke jumpers strike 
quickly at remote forest fires. Wearing 
specially padded clothing and two para¬ 
chutes, they jump to protect the wood¬ 
lands, the nation’s most valuable re¬ 
source. All forest fires are small in the 
beginning and their job is to prevent 
their growth. 

Although preferring to walk or ride 
to a fire, jumpers “hit the silk" about 
twelve times a season to attack fires in 
areas that cannot be reached by land 
or water. 

The work of these western aerial fire¬ 
men, the detection crews that guide them 
to the fires, and the researchers who sup¬ 
port them with the best fire control tech¬ 
niques were the chief items discussed at 
the Third National Forest Fire Research 


Conference held recently at Waskesiu ia 
Saskatchewan’s Prince Albert National 
Park. 

The purpose of the conference, at¬ 
tended by federal, provincial, and indus¬ 
try forestry officials, is to stimulate con¬ 
tinued action and thinking in all aspects 
of fire control research. The need for 
a stepped up program of research on 
the part of governments and industry 
was emphasized. 

The Forest Fire Research Conference 
was sponsored by the Woodlands Sec¬ 
tion of the Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Association. It was the third in a series. 
By sponsoring these conferences that will 
lead to better protection of the nation’s 
forests, the pulp and paper industry 
serves national as well as its own indus¬ 
trial needs. 


TAXLESS TOWN 

The people of the Crowsnest 
Pass coal mining town of Coleman 
laugh at the old aphorism that it's 
Impossible to escape death and 
taxes, says The Financial Post. 

The last time they paid munici¬ 
pal taxes was in 1954 — and this 
Utopian situation can continue as 
long as the town owned Coleman 
Light and Water Co., remains on 
today’s profitable footing. The 
utility buys power in bulk and sells 
it at regular rates. 

The astounding fact the town is 
operating without levying munici¬ 
pal taxes is one of the main fac¬ 
tors in keeping it alive. 

It has escaped death even though 
its chief industry (coal mining) 
received post-war body blows that 
reduced the working force from 
1,200 to 175.

Your child should be Immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis. (D.P.T. Polio Vaccine) Booster doses 
of the above vaccine should be given at the following ages, 12 
to 18 months, 3 years, and about 5 years. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

When a child attends school the Health Unit assumes respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining immunization provided the parents sign 
the appropriate consent form which will be submitted to them.
